At the end of the bill (before the short title) insert 

the following: 

SEC. lll. (a) A former official of a Federal agen-1

cy may not accept compensation from— 2

(1) a contractor as an employee, officer, director, or 3

consultant of the contractor within two years after the of-4

ficial worked for the Department of Defense in procure-5

ment if, during such official’s period of such procurement 6

employment, that contractor was selected for award of 7

total contracts in excess of $7,500,000; or 8

(2) a contractor as an employee, officer, director, or 9

consultant of the contractor within four years after the 10

official worked for the Department of Defense in procure-11

ment if, during such official’s period of such procurement 12

employment, that contractor was selected for award of 13

total contracts in excess of $15,000,000. 14

(b) None of the funds made available by this Act may 15

be used to pay the salary or expenses of any employee 16

of the Department of Defense occupying a position in the 17

Department related to procurement— 18
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(1) for a period of two years if such employee, prior 1

to employment in such position, was an employee, officer, 2

director, or consultant of a contractor selected for award 3

of total contracts in excess of $7,500,000 from the De-4

partment; or 5

(2) for a period of four years if such employee, prior 6

to employment in such position, was an employee, officer, 7

director, or consultant of a contractor selected for award 8

of total contracts in excess of $15,000,000 from the De-9

partment. 10

(c) The penalties under section 2105 of title 41, 11

United States Code, shall apply to any individual who 12

knowingly accepts compensation in violation of subsection 13

  (a) A former official of a Federal agency may not accept compensation from—
  (1) a contractor as an employee, officer, director, or consultant of the contractor within two years after the official worked for the Department of Defense in procurement if, during such official’s period of such procurement employment, that contractor was selected for award of total contracts in excess of $7,500,000; or
  (2) a contractor as an employee, officer, director, or consultant of the contractor within four years after the official worked for the Department of Defense in procurement if, during such official’s period of such procurement employment, that contractor was selected for award of total contracts in excess of $15,000,000.
  (b) None of the funds made available by this Act may be used to pay the salary or expenses of any employee of the Department of Defense occupying a position in the Department related to procurement—
  (1) for a period of two years if such employee, prior to employment in such position, was an employee, officer, director, or consultant of a contractor selected for award of total contracts in excess of $7,500,000 from the Department; or
  (2) for a period of four years if such employee, prior to employment in such position, was an employee, officer, director, or consultant of a contractor selected for award of total contracts in excess of $15,000,000 from the Department.
  (c) The penalties under section 2105 of title 41, United States Code, shall apply to any individual who knowingly accepts compensation in violation of subsection (a).
